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63T Persons desirous of becoming Purchasers of Works in the present Exhibition, 
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Before the year 1805, Exhibitions in annual succession were unknown in Ireland. The Professors 
of the fine Arts had no permanent bond to unite them, nor place for the Exhibition of their works. 
These wants were supplied in the year 1824.—first, by the Charter of his late Most Gracious Majesty 
GEORGE IV. to the ROYAL HIBERNIAN ACADEMY; and, secondly, by the munificence and 
public spirit of one of its own Members,— Francis Johnston, Esq., who provided the Professors 
with an Academy House and suitable Galleries for Exhibition, worthy the rank of a Royal Establishment. 

A Gallery for the reception of Antique Statues and Modern Works of Sculpture being still wanting, 
was supplied in 1830, by Mrs. Johnston, widow of the late President, Francis Johnston, Esq., 
who having purchased ground adjoining, erected thereon a very appropriate additional Edifice, and 
presented it gratuitously to the Members of the Institution.

This Hostelrie—from the days of Edward III. to Cromwell—was the 
largest posting house between Westminster and Windsor. 

Knightsbridge, is a corruption; the village having for many centuries 
gone by the name of “ Kynges-bridge,” (Kings-bridge), although commonly 
known as “ Stone-bridge/ 5 Oliver Cromwell used it not only as a posting 
house, but also as the head quarters for his body-guard, ever since which time, 
it has been the common resort for both horse and foot soldiers.* The taste of 
the proprietor led him, about ten years back, to “ beautify” and destroy its 
picturesque character, and place the windows at regular distances; and a 
fire within the last three months, has carried the work of destruction possibly a 
step further: it is now again undergoing thorough repair. The spacious 
stabling at present furnishes dwellings for upwards of thirty families of the 
poorer sort. 

In the middle distance of the picture is the Green, and immediately be¬ 
yond the bridge is the Monastery, upon a part of the ancient foundations of 
which was built a church, in the reign of Henry VI., and consecrated to the 
Holy Trinity, as “ The Parish Church of Kingesbridge.” In the year 1665, 
when the plague raged in London, the church was converted into an hospital, 
and on the erection of St. George’s, Hanover-square, it became a chapel of ease 
to that parish church.

Before the year 1805, Exhibitions in annual succession were unknown in Ireland. The Professors 
of the fine Arts had no permanent bond to unite them, nor place for the Exhibition of their works. 
These wants were supplied in the year 1824.—first, by the Charter of his late Most Gracious Majesty 
GEORGE IV. to the ROYAL HIBERNIAN ACADEMY; and, secondly, by the munificence and 
public spirit of one of its own Members,— Francis Johnston, Esq., who provided the Professors 
with an Academy House and suitable Galleries for Exhibition, worthy the rank of a Royal Establishment. 

A Gallery for the reception of Antique Statues and Modem Works of Sculpture being still wanting, 
was supplied in 1830, by Mrs. Johnston, widow of the late President, Francis Johnston, Esq., 
who having purchased ground adjoining, erected thereon a very appropriate additional .Edifice, and 
presented it gratuitously to the Members of the Institution.

*Gallant Charge of the 3rd Light Dragoons, and Capture of a 
Sikh Battery, at the Battle of Moodkee, Dec. 26th, 1845, 

The 3rd Light Dragoons were in advance of the army under General 
Lord Gough, and having halted near the village of Moodkee, the men were 
in the act of cooking their dinners, when the Sikh forces were descried 
approaching. Boot and saddle was immediately sounded, and in an incredibly 
short space of time they were mounted, and moved forward to the attack. 

Lord Gough directed the 3rd Light Dragoons, with the 6th Native Cavalry, 
to charge; which they did in gallant style, completely dispersing a very 
numerous cavalry force of the enemy, and capturing a battery of heavy guns; 
they swept in rere of the enemy’s whole camp, and silenced for a time his 
batteries. This was the first encounter of the British with the Sikhs, to the 
utter discomfiture of the vaunting, and hitherto invincible Khalta army.

Younker Burkhard Keller, of Yburg, kneels before the spirit of a 
Roman Priestess, which, in the hour of ghosts, and upon a certain cross¬ 
way, had by many persons been seen and was universally dreaded. But the 
daring Burkhard had sought the spirit, addressed it, and even offered a 
declaration of love, in return for which, the spirit bereft him of his soul. 

Burkhard Keller is just sinking into death, as the spirit puts a garland of 
roses upon his head, and a bird of death alights upon him. A knight, who 
has listened to all from afar, flees to the Bourg of Hohen Baden.—Night. 

Note.— In the Drinking Hall, (Trinkhalle) at Baden-Baden, I have painted twenty 
Frescoes. The subjects, which are produced in chronological order, commence with those times, 
when the Romans first subjugated the (Urbadner) old inhabitants of Baden: this forms the 
first painting on the side wall. The second treats of the cultivation of the Baden-regions

how tlie Romans cleared the forests, planted the blessed vine, built baths upon those healthful 
springs, erected temples, &c., &c. In the third, we see how a female Druid, incites the Old 
“Badenish” to rise and fight against the intruders ; and how the Romans are driven back beyond 
the river Murch, to make room for a kinder race and better drinkers. After this period 
begins that poeti lal turn of mind, which, up to the present time, has there harboured and 
created so many beautiful and useful legends ; fourteen of which are demonstrated in the then 
following fourteen larger Fresco paintings. 

Only six of the respective Cartoons I was able to send to Dublin, and I am sorry to say, 
only the minor ones. The best have been sold in Germany; and another part of them are now 
exhibited in London, at Mr. Christopher Moore’s, 22 Howland-street, Fitzroy-square. Those 
six, however, are: *. 

No. 1—Younker Burkhard Keller, of Yburg and the Roman Priestess.

The subject of this little picture is one that may be regarded as very 
characteristically Irish. It is composed of the principal features of a small town 
in the western province, cMefly consisting of mud and thatched cabins:—its 
little river choked with reeds and stagnant from neglect,—its gloomy and 
untenanted castle of the fifteenth century,—heightning to the utmost the 
prevailing expression of desolation and decay wMch pervades the scene. 

And such, perhaps, should be its character; for this bridge is memorable 
in our history as the sad scene of one of the most disgraceful events of the 
disastrous civil wars of the seventeenth century, a treacherous and cruel massacre 
in cold blood, of sixty-five unoffending persons,—men, women, and children. 
This sluggish stream was forced to contribute its aid to the work of destruction ; 
and this frowning tower was the residence of the supposed instigator of the 
dreadful deed, the unfortunate Lord Mayo. 

An unprejudiced statement of the circumstances of tMs dark event, wMch 
occurred on the 13th of Eebruary, 1641, has been given by the painter in the 
first volume of the Dublin Penny Journal, page 257.

This mountain, which takes its name from the great ecclesiastical navigator, 
St. Brendan, who flourished in the sixth century, and is supposed to have been 
the first discoverer of America, is situated near the western extremity of the 
barony of Corcaguiny, and about four miles from Dingle, in the county of Kerry. 
It is one of the loftiest and most precipitous mountains of Ireland, and being, 
on most sides, washed by the Atlantic Ocean, it may, perhaps, justly rank as 
one of the noblest features presented by the coast scenery of the British Islands. 

The view exhibits the southern face, or land side of the mountain, with its 
great Crater and Pool, and is taken from the Dingle and Tralee road, leading 
through the celebrated pass of Connor’s Hill, amongst scenery remarkable for 
magnificence and wildness.

Clonmacnoise, commonly considered the central point of Ireland, is situated 
on the Leinster side of the Shannon, about nine miles below Athlone. As the 
seat of an eminent bishopric and monastery, founded by St. Ciaran in the sixth 
century, it is celebrated in our native histories as being in dignity and im¬ 
portance above all others in Ireland; and as a seminary of Christian Arts and 
learning, and the place of sepulture of its kings, princes, bishops, and eminent 
literary men, it held the same distinguished place amongst the Irish that Iona, 
which was of contemporaneous foundation, held amongst the Gael and northern 
Piets of Scotland. Wrecked and abandoned in the sixteenth century, it now 
presents a scene of melancholy ruin and desolation, the effect of which is height¬ 
ened by the character of the silent and desert surrounding scenery, which imparts 
to it a poetic interest, solemn, suggestive, and impressive, in the highest degree. 

Here may still be seen the dilapidated remains of a cathedral and seven 
other churches, exhibiting various styles and ages of architecture; two of the 
ecclesiastical Bound Towers so peculiar to Ireland; a moated castle ; sculp¬ 
tured stone crosses, and numerous tomb-stones of eminent persons, of a remote 
antiquity, bearing inscriptions in the Irish character and language. With such 
inanimate remains, the figures usually seen here are in striking harmony,— 
Pilgrims from most parts of Ireland, but chiefly from the west, in their antique 
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costumes of the primitive colours, absorbed in silent prayer around some hallowed 
object, or gliding along from station to station in processional order. 

Of these features, several appear in the picture. The great Tower in the 
centre ; “ the Cross of the Scriptures,” and *a portion of the Cathedral to the 
left; specimens of the inscribed tombstones are grouped in the foreground 
and in the distance is seen the Castle, with the broad Shannon winding its calm 
serpentine course through the wide and desolate landscape. The time chosen is 
9unset, when the Pilgrims are making their last round of the stations.

Lough-a-tri, or the Lake of the Tree Islets, is one of a scries of small 
lakes lying to the south and east of the very remarkable quartz-rock mountain 
range, called from the number of its peaks, the Twelve Pins, or, properly, Bens, 
and which is situated about three miles from the Castle of Ballinahinch, late the 
Residence of the Martin family. 

The view which is taken from the south-west shore of the lake, looks into 
one of the valleys amongst those “Pins,” called Glen Hogan, and embraces the 
little group of islands from which the lake has taken its name. These islands arc 
adorned with trees of native growth, now scarcely to be found elsewhere within 
the Barony ; and hence the largest island of the group has been taken possession 
of by the Herons, which are numerous in the district, and have been allowed to 
retain it as a sanctuary and a home.

Sligichan is a solitary inn and Post-house situated on the high road about 
half-way between the towns of Broadford and Portree, and is chiefly remarkable 
for its annual September cattle fair, which is the largest of its kind held in the 
North of Scotland. 

The view is taken from a hillock on the east side of the road leading to 
Portree, looking back towards the south; and embraces the celebrated Hyperstene 
mountain group called the Cuchullin Hills on the right, the Red Hills on the 
left, and the valley leading to Lough Scavig and Lough Coruisk stretching away 
in the centre. The mountain scenery of this portion of the Island can scarcely 
be surpassed in picturesque and savage grandeur by anything of the kind in 
the British Islands.

Her Majesty’s 16th Lancers were stationed on the left of the British line. 
Sir Harry Smith observed, after the troops had deployed, the enemy’s left to out¬ 
flank him; he therefore took ground to the right; during the execution of 
which manoeuvre, as well as the subsequent operations against the village of 
Aliwal, the 16th Lancers were exposed to a heavy and destructive cannonade from 
a Sikh battery in their direct front. Two six-pounder horse artillery guns were 
ordered up, for the purpose of replying, but the Sikhs having concentrated their 
whole fire upon this point,' the effect was utterly to demolish the six-pounders, 
they having only fired two rounds. Major (now Colonel) J. R. Smyth, then led 
the right wing of the 16th Lancers to the attack. The two squadrons moved 
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forward in compact and beautiful order, charged home, and captured every gun 
under a storm of fire, for the Sikh artillery-men and musketeers stood their 
ground, and fought with desperate bravery. Having captured the battery, the 
16th became aware of the presence, close at hand, of a battalion of the Avitabile 
brigade, which, hastily forming square, opened a rattling fire; Major Symth 
re-formed his men, and leaving a small party to spike the guns, gallantly led the 
two squadrons to the charge, waving his sabre above his head, and cheering them 
on. They tore like a whirlwind right through the square, hurling numbers to the 
ground, and utterly disorganizing the Aieen Infantry. Having passed through 
the square, the 16th wheeled about, and again charged the disordered mass, 
completing its destruction. Major Smyth, although badly wounded, continued 
to direct the operations of his regiment. Mr. Dynon, the adjutant, had his 
horse killed under him; and Lieut. Swctenham was shot through the heart. 

The fourth squadron of the 16th Lancers, under Captain Bere, had just 
before been detached towards the village of Boondree, with the 3rd native cavalry, 
under Major Angelo, when they encountered and put to flight, a large body of 
the enemy’s Goorchera horsemen, and subsequently charged and broke another 
square of Aieen infantry. 

The third squadron of the 16th, under Captain Filer, also encountered a 
large body of the enemy’s infantry with similar results.
